PETITION TO WITHDRAW A HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 

A Final rejection was lodged in this case on July 6 5 2002. It rejected a number of 
claims, and found a number of claims allowable. 

A timely response was filed on September 27, 2002 by facsimile transmission, 
which was received in the USPTO at 15:39.

pendency of an application disclosed and claimed in the revived application. 

A copy of the previously faxed amendment, with proof that the amendment was 
received in the USPTO is enclosed.

However, since as the need to revive the application 
stems from an error in the USPTO, applicants respectfully request that the petition fee 
should not be charged.
